It is asked by the free-traders why, 


when American manufacturers of iron 
and steel products can undersell foreign 
manufacturers in the markets Of tho 
world, a protective tariff on iron and 
steel products is either necessaryjor de- 
sirable. The tariff is needed because, 
says the American Economist, 'under 
ordinary circumstances, the cost of pro- 
duction is greater, chiefly on account of 
higher wages, in this country tfian ig 
the cost of pioduction in other jcoun- 
tiies, and tbe tariff measures that dif- 
ference m cost of production. 
'' 


It is a v<ell recognized fact, however, 


that the cost of pioduction grows icla- 
tively lebs as the amount of the prod- 
uct inci eases. Thus it is that wbjen an 
enormous amount of anything is pro- 
duced the cost of production of any 
gnen quantity is less than Is thi case 
when the total amount produced Is 
smaller 
In such prosperous times as 


exist to-day, thanks to the Dingle]- law, 
our Iron and steel mills are crowded

Yet at the same time the American 
producer needs the difference in cost of 
production leveled up by a protective 
tariff, in order that the foreign pro- 
ducershall not underanycircumsiances 
or for any portion of time be able to 
sell at a price which would mean profit 
to him hut loss to the Americas pro- 
ducer.

Are moose really increasing? The 


guides and camp owners ^ill say yes, 
by a good majority 
Now I have been 


moose hunting a good many years and 
I have not e\en seen one—have ex- 
pended hundreds of dollars, travelled 
thousands of miles, hunted in what i3 
claimed to be 
the 
best hunting 


grounds, and employed the best guides 
Last fall I was in the licinity of 
Spider lake, four of us 
I had three 


expert guides, at a time when there 
wei e six inches of new, light snow. We 
traversed a bit? territory and failed to 
see even a track of a bull moose. Cows 
and calves were seen by the guides, 
and I personally saw many tracks ol 
cows and calves. 


I have failed after the most assidu- 


ous efforts, with expert guides to lo- 
cate tbe *'mcrease" we hear so much 
about. 


Look at the record' There has 


been each year for four years, at least 
a steady falling off in the number 
moose legally killed, while the reeorc 
shows that there has been a steady in- 
crease In the number of sportsmei 
hunting them. Would you conclude 
from this that moose are really in 
creasing' The rapid destruction of oui 
forests by the operations of lumber 
men bodes no good to our moose. Thi 
lack of funds to patrol the moose couu 
try in summer and winter leaves them 
exposed to the depredations of poach 
ers, and the record shows that a goot 
many are slaughtered in close time.

Those who are just 
now in control ot pugilistic matters in 
New York are none too sanguine as to 
the future of boxing, although hoping 
to kill the efforts to repeal "the Horton 
bill in the State Senate. 


According to the measure just passed 


by the Legislature, boxing in New 
York, as now conducted, is doomed 
Sept. 1 There is a possibility. In view 
ot recent developments, that Governor 
lloosevelt will insist on the repeal be- 
ing made a party measure before the 
Senate, and further insist on its going 
Into effect immediately. 


The one hope of the boxing people in 


New York is Senator Tim Sullivan, to 
whose efforts alone is due the fact that 
the authorities put the interpretation on 
tho Horton law which now exists. 


However it may be, those now man- 


aging boxing affairs m New York, 
under the direction of Senator Sullivan, 
are insuring themselves as to the fu- 
ture, by manifold action. 


In the first place, if boxing is to go 


under by Sept 1, they propose arrang- 
ing for several big money contests, to 
be brought off in the meantime. The 
principals In these contests are to be 
Jeffries, Corbett, Sbarkey, McCoy, Ruh- 
lin, Choynski and Maher. The one 
doubtful one of this lot Is Jeffries. 
Despite all published talk about Jeff- 
ries being matched, It is by no means 
settled. 


It is
